CAN A. SKULL TAKE? 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


A GROUP of Cornell Univer- 
sity scientists disclosed that 
experiments © are under way, to 
determine how much of a bump 
on the head a person can take 
end still not suffer a skull frac- 
ure, . 


It-is serious business, -this work 


-at..Carnell, because .statisiics__ show 


that 75 percent of fatalities in acro- 
plane crashes “are caused by head 
injuries, | 


The Idea, the Cornell men sald, is 
to determing what the human:head 
enn take—and - then for ‘alrerntt 
builders to design thelr ships of the 
future accordingly. 


The Cornell workers, headed by 
Dr Theodore P. Wright, Vice- 
President of the University in 
charge of research,-have used both 
hurnan skulls and plastic heads in 
thelr experiments. They are using 
an especially devised catapult that 
throws the plnstic heads with great 
speed .agalnst a simulated instru- 
ment board of an acroplance. 


They hhve . found that an or- 
dinary fall of five fect usually will 
not cnuse a skull fracture—but over 
that, the skull usually is cracked, . 


To moke thelr laboratory tests 
more renlistic, the plastic ~ heads 
have ears, cyes, mouth, nose and 
hair painted on’ them, Tho head 
form consists of a plastic shell 
shnped to the approximate ‘dimen- 
sions of tha human head and filled 
with a gelatinous mass to o 
of about 9% pounds,
